THE CLOVEN FOOir 



We should be sorry if tbo railway 
agitation vrere to take a new shape 
and dogonorate into a m are scramble 
for the possession of the Local Gov- 
ernment oflicos. It would bo a pity 
if such wore to bo the ultimate results 
of the efforts now being put forth to 
advance railway communication and 
hold Canada to her bargain. Next to 
the sectional breeze that has been 
indifloree.tly raised in this important 
.niattei: w© should regard the importo:- 
tioti pf party politics into tho discus-' 
sion aa un-wiso and tending to weaken 
the moTement. The recent assaults 
made on the Local Government— the 
attempt to fasten upon thpsa a con- 
spiracy to Bell out the Carnarvon 
Terms— baye their origin in a delib- 
erate efifort to destroy public confi- 
dence in the loyalty of Mr. Elliott's 
Government to the best interests of 
the country. 

Two members of the Cabinet rep- 
rcaeuc the Mainland and two tho 
Island. The two Mainland members 
accepted olllco under Mr. Elliott, 
knowing well that his policy was to 
stand by tho Carnarvon Terms. A 
few days ago it was announced on the 
authority of a Victoria newspaper that 
Hon. Mr. Brown, one of tho Maiu- 
iauders referred to, at a hole-in-tho- 
corner meeting at Now WestmiuBtor 
olTorod a serios of rcBolutioiiH which de- 
clared that the railway terma were not 
broken, and oxpressod his readiness to 
opou up tbo Carnarvon Terms. Tho 
Guardian (Miniet^rial) and the Eerald, 
(Opposition) puDlished at New Westmin- 
ster, denied that there vas the slightest 
truth in the statement. Notwithstanding 
this denial the Viotoria paper yesterday 
returned to the charge, this time slightly 
altering it. Instead of the meeting being 
a hole-in-the-corner affair, it had grown 
yesterday into a "public meeting," and 
instead of Mr. Brown moving the resolu- 
tions lio is doGcribed as "concurring" in 
thorn These diecrepancies iiro snfficient 
to throw discredit on the whole statement, 
and tocunee thoughtful perwona to ask for 
more a reliable witueua for tho prosecu- 
tion befnra thoy pronounce judgment or 
dumand thai ^r. Elliott shall "bundle" 
Mr, Brown "out of tho Executive door." 
From the knowledge we have of Mr. 
Brown's obar|ctei'Xre (eel; satisfied that he 
would not wait to bo "bundled." Had 
he seen reason to change bis Tieivs he 
would have resigned weeks ago. There 
can be no doubt on that koore. Aa for 
Mr. Elliott's reeponoi^ili^y-^suppofcing 
the obarge to be true — wo fail to see it. 
ilr. Brown votf d for the preuorvation of 
tho Carnarvon Terms be/ore be accepted 
office, and how fhall a member bo judged 
if not by his vote in the FJouse? Judged 
by his vote Mr. Brown's Boutimculs wei o 
(wL' believe atill are) in accordance with 
his cliief'B, and Mr. Elliott was wise iu 
calling him into the Cabinet. It is to be 
hoped that the country will not tolerate 
side-isauoa raised by politicians who, to 
Boouro tho "loavoa and flphcs" of office, 
would consign both railway and country 
to a common ruin. The main issue is tho 
railway. When Mr. Elliott's Govern 
ment are found nnfaifhfnl to that great 
interest it will be time to oall them to ac- 
count. At proHont there is no evidence 
of their disloyalty. 

PEOTECTION. 

Eocently, two very influential meetings 
have been held in adjacent farming die- 
triots. The object of the gatherings was 
to frame an address t > Earl Dufferin ox- 
pressiTO of the necessity of affording pro- 
tection to the agriculturalist by the im- 
position of ft scale of CuBtoms dutich 
more suited to tbo wunto of tho country 
than tho tariffnow in force. Several able 
Bpoeohes were made at both meetings and 
the resolutions passed were comprohon- 
sive and creditable. Tho farmers certain- 
Iv have a grievance. Tho Canadian Tar- 
iff was accepted by tho Legislature when 
the Commion was pledged to the early 
construotiou of tho railway, and tho 
Hoase relied on that pledge when it 
adopted tho Tariff. The vote was clearly 
obtained under false pretences. Eaihvay 
construction has not yet been undortakon; 
but our porta have been thrown open to 
the free admission of foreign produota, 
and the Provincial farmer ih tho sufTorer 
by being brought iuto ruinous competi- 
tion with theforoign producer. This point 
should be put forcibly before Earl Duf- 
ferin ; and although he may not be able 
to promise relief, ho will draw tho atten- 
tion of tho Canadian Clovernment to what 
wo coucoivo to bii a grievance second only 
to that of Canada'K default in railway con- 
Btructiou. Wo are glad to find that the 
farmers do not propose to mix up protoc- 
> tion with thedotnand for the' Oarnarrbn 
Terilas, Like the route, eiioh " question 
Binst stand on its own legs.

THE VICE-REGAL VISIT. 

Cruise of H. M. S. Amethyst and the Gov- 
ernment Steamer Sir Jas, Souglas 
" ' at the North. 



After leaving Nanaimo the ships weio 
enveloped in danso foga aud bud sevenil 
tiineB to anchor. Eniii fell every day. 
Tlio Sir Jiimos 1"Iuuk1;is fouiul ii .sankou 
rook, not do^vn on tlio cliurt, in CuniokH)ii 
harbor, ou an Jslmul (>|i]iositi) tbo eii- 
traiico to Buto Inlot. Tlie Amethyst luul 
Sir James Dougliis nscoiuled Buto lulet 
^ to Wftddiogton Harbor, but made no stny 
there. There was mucli fog, but both 
flidos of tho Inlet were visible. The ships 
rotuiued and aueliorod oversight at Ca- 
melooti Bay. From tho Inlet they wont 
on to Metlakatlali arrivin;^ there at nisbt, 
aty o'clock. Tbo next morning their Ei- 
celloncies and party landed aad remained 
nshore until ono o'clock p.m. They wcru 
received by Mr. Duncan and Mr. Colli- 
Bon. MoBi of tho Indians worn away 
tishing; but about 200 natives received 
the party with a Yice-Kegul salute fired 
from a ship's cannon and by singing 
'•God Save the Queen" in their native 
language. Tho party were shown through 
the village, visiting tho church, sohool- 
Lonse, gaol, etc. A prisoner (a white 
man), who liad been detected distilling 
Hoot-ze-noo on the Qiieon Charlotte 
group, was in gaol. After iubpccting tho 
village a number of boys and girls were 
^ collooted, and sang .several hymns and 
other pieces in English and Indian. The 
Indian Council of Chiefs then piesonted 
His Excolleuay with an address written 
in English, to which His Excellency 
made a reply, assuring them that Her 
Majesty thought as much of the native 
tribes as she did of her other subjects. 
The party then wont on board tho Sir 
James Douglas and were taken to I ort 
SiinpKjn.. £oth Mr. Morrison, H.B. Go's 
Agent, ana Bev. Mr. Crosby, in obargo of 
the Wesleyan misBion, were away at Port 
EsBington; but the party raeeived a 
Vico-lsogal salute fired from four cannon 
lb front of the Fort, and tho Indions as- 
sembled to receive thoir distinguished 
viiitors. His Excellency, through Mr. 
■ ^Bleokinsop, tho interpreter, addressed 
'^'"t'he Indians in terms somewhat similar to 
those he had used to the Metlakatlah In- 
— dians, after which the party went aboard 
W the Sir James Douglas and returned to 
Metlakatlah, arriving there in tho even- 
ing, tho moon Hhining brightly. Four 
canoeloads of Indians from Metlakatlah 
met the Bir James Douglas and sang a 
lunioral dirge in their native language. 
The next morning the fog bung heavily 
over tho bay, and tho stiips did not sail 
till 9 o'clock. They crossed to Skidogatc 
Bay, arriving there at 1 n'elock in tho 
oftArnoon, whore tlio (lovernor-Gcnoral 
landed and examined the famous Indian 
" earvinge. The Indians declined to sell 
nny ol the pillars although asked by His 
ElooUoucy to do so. Au attompt at bear 
hunting failed for want of bears. Tho 
eamo afternoon tho ships left Skidegate 
Say and on the second night arrived at 
.•Al8''t B*7» '"^^'^^ ^fi'^cs Douglas 

Varied company with tho Amethyst, 
'here vas a medicine feast going on; 
•whiskey flowed like water, and a good 
ileal of drunkenness prevailed. Several 
ol' the Indians had been sevcn-ly liitten 
jjy ttiO candidato for ,EsiMilapiau honors. 
> Thii Sir James Douglas, after leaving .\1- 
ert Bay. saiied diroetly for Biirrard lulct, 
arriving there Hunday ovoning, and camo 
on to this port for tho mails yesterday. 
Tho Amethyst was to arrive at Burr'ard 
• Inlet vesturday afternoon, and tho Oov- 
(irnor-"General will )>() received at Nc^v 
Westminster this morning. After re- 
ceiving on board the mails yesterday the 
8ir James Douglas sailed for New West- 
minster.

Thora was a lengthy calendar at the 
Police Court yesterday, and the first case 
called on was that of Tom Po Sing sum- 
moned by Ah Hoon and charged with 
having unlawfully converted to "hia use 
tho sum of iBlO i;nd several artioleu of 
jewelry. The prosecutor being duly 
sworn deposed that defendant denied hav- 
ing taken the money or jewelry but had 
threatened to "chop" him, Tho witness 
then went on at great length to explain 
tho alleged offense in broken English in- 
terspersed with Uhinese words here and 
thoro, but as tho evidence was quite un- 
intelligible and no interpreter bei^g fQxth 
coming tho case was adjonrned until 
Thursday next.

The 
injured man who appeared in the witness- 
box with a gash over his eye, a contused 
lip and a bloody shirt, testified that tho 
j)risoner had nearly killed him with tho 
stone produced, (a formidable weapon) 
and his Honor lined tbo prisoner $'>iO or 
2 months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

Jack, a Songish Indian, charged with 
being in possession of an intoxTcaat 'was 
remanded for one day. 

Charley, an Indian, ohiirgod with steal- 
ing a pair of boots from Cillicuv) said that 
he had bought thorn from tho prosecutor 
and was remanded for ovidouco. 

John L. Stokes wan charKOu by Mrs. 
L Johnson with having assaulted hex. 

The prosecutrix being sworn deposed 
that defendant came to her house last 
week at 11 o'clock at night, oponod .the 
window and got in, and then prooeed>ed 
to knock her about and assault her. 

Defendant denied tho alleged assault 
and asked His Honor to remand tho case, 
as tho language nsod by tho prosecutrix 
was so disgusting as to be unfit for the 
Court to hear. 

His Honor: — The case must go on, sir; 
the Court cannot stand on any false doli- 
caey. Ask tho proaooutrix any questions 
you think fit. 

Doteuduut to Prosecutrix: — Now didn't 
I come to your houua for a pillow. 

Prosecutrix (smiling) No,six,7on know 
better than that. I hain't any pillow of 
youra. (To His Honor) He oame there 
to see a lady as he's huug after. 

His Honor:— Well, perhaps that's what 
ho moans. (Langhtor.) 

Defendant: — No, sir, it's apillowasMrs. 
Johnson took from my house. (To tho 
witness.) When I came did you 
not say that you could'nt open tho door 
and then raised the window and said "get 
in through here, Johnny." (Laughter.)

New Official Map. 

There has just boon issued from the 
Public Works Department a new oflloial 
map of the railway route from Ottawa to 
tho Puciflo. Tho map is dated 18'7G, and 
is designed to accompany tho Chief Eu- 
gineor'a report, which will shortly be 
issued. The route from Thunder Bay in 
Ontario to Blackwater is marked as locat- 
ed. From Blackwater a line branobes ofl' 
to Buto Inlot and another to Dean Canal. 
At Fanny's mountain a line is drawn 
from tbo Dean Channel route to Gai^dnor 
Channel. There is no line on tho map 
indicating the Praser lliver and Howo 
Sonnd routes. In previous official maps, 
these routes were clearly laid down. Tho 
distance from Ottawa to Doan Channel is 
stated at 2771 miles, and that from Ottawa 
toiBute Inlet at 2822 miles.

Commodore Hoskins has received a 
letter from Mr. E. Layard, Her Ma- 
jesty's Consul at Noumea, containing- 
news of another fatal outrago commit- 
ted by tho natives of the New Hebrides 
Group. Tho letter is dated June 17, 
and is as follows: "I have just heard
